1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 01/08/2008 has been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 01/08/2008 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Holy et al . , EP 0 552 876 (hereinafter 
"Holly") is withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1, 8 and 17 objected to because of the following 
informalities: the Applicant recites, "a continuous tank type 
first reactor" and the term "type" is considered indefinite 
because it tends to extend the scope of the claim. Please 
delete "type." 

Ex Parte Qualye 

5. This is a Qualye action. The prosecution is closed and 
amendment cannot exceed the direct response of the claim 
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objection. The Applicants have a shorten statutory time period 
of 2 months. 

6. Holy et al . , EP 0 552 876 (hereinafter "Holly"). Holly 
teaches a vinyl-based polymer having a Mw of less than 10,000 
and a process for preparing such polymer wherein the process 
occurs in a continuous reactor at temperatures, process times 
and rates of the claimed invention. See Holly, Abstract; page 
3, line 38 through page 6, line 13. Holly further teaches post- 
polymerization or second step whereby an initiator is introduced 
further polymerizing monomers at temperatures, reaction times 
and conversion rates within the ranges provided in the claimed 
invention. See Holly, page 6, line 38 through page 7, line 26. 
Holly further teaches the use of a broad hosts of monomers to 
prepare the vinyl based polymer. See Holly, page 4, line 30 
through page 5, line 18. The present claims differ from Holly 
in that the present require an organic solvent /monomer mixture 
feed into the first reactor.
